When ve wedding cards 
are sent you, nor the card of the bridegroom, 
you cannot call without being considered intru 
sive. If, however, you have reason to think 
the remissness an unintentional one you can 
place it in the power of some member of the 
family to make the requisite explenation, 
which will restore the visiting, if desired, by 
both parties. When a bet rothal takes place, and is 
formally aunounced to the relatives and friends 
on beth sides, calls of congratulation follow 
Those who learn it by rumor, are not expected 
| te call. The flance, or bridegroom that is to be, 
is introduced by the family of the flancec 
to their connections and most intimate friends, 
and her family ip return introduce him te 
those relatives and acquaintances whom they 
him to know. The simplest way of 
bringing this about is by the parents leaving 
the canis of the betrothed, with their own, 
apen al) ov their visiting list whom they wish 
to have the betrothed pair visit. You can never 
leave cards on the days of weekly receptions, 
as the family are then at home. It is better to 
wait, if the day isan inconvenient one, and call 
upon some other day. If one reception only 
takes place, and you are not able to be present, 
cards can then besent, or a call made soon 
after, as is most convenient 
Calls are made within the week after a din- 
ner. or after any entertainment of any kind, if 
it is a first invitation; and within two weeks
